Little League and Babe Ruth League baseball is 
about to be resumed for the 10th year of operation in 
the centres of Carmangay, Champion, Mossleigh and 
Vulcan. With it comes the problem of adult help for 
the youngsters, which is being faced in Vulcan. Other 
towns likely are confronted with similar difficulties 
as they differ from Vulcan only in size — actually 
haying fewer adults to draw from probably makes 
their situation more serious. 

Vulcan expects to field two teams in the Little 
League and one in the Babe Ruth League for a sea¬ 
son lasting roughly six weeks starting about May 8. 
Volunteers from grown-ups are going to have to be 
found to coach and supervise these clubs otherwise 
many boys will not be seeing action this year. 

There was a time not so long ago when a young 
fellow was lucky to own a cast-off battered ball glove 
and the closest he got to a diamond and the organized 
game was out running down foul balls for the senior 
club, aside from the smattering of baseball played 
during the school day. 

Today on an international scale there are over 
5,000 little leagues helping youth grow through sport 
and a similar contribution has been offered fairly 
successfully to the boys of this area. In our town 
sponsorship is through the Lions Club and uniforms, 
balls, bats and necessary equipment are supplied, but 
for the key necessity, the interested parent or adult 
to look after clubs, the organization must turn to the 
public at large. 

The objective of Little League Baseball as out¬ 
lined in the league’s doctrine is “to provide baseball 
for boys under good leadership and in the wholesome 
atmosphere of community participation.” On the 
physical side, a 12-year-old boy has the opportunity of 
four years of supervised instruction in which to de- 
velope his co-ordination, quicken his reflexes and 
build his body. These are natural and needed essen¬ 
tials every parent hopes his boy will cultivate. An¬ 
other feature with great possibilities is that, with such 
junior baseball being played in many other towns in 
this area, hope for some excellent intermediate age 
and future senior baseball is not out of the question. 

But the intangible qualities, aside from those of 
a physical nature, qualities of discipline, co-operation, 
team-work and just plain good healthy living are on 
a par with anything else a boy may derive from the 
diamond. 

Shoving a dollar bill Into a boy’s hand and point¬ 
ing to the open door isn’t enough to ensure his future. 
Handing over a set of keys to a car full of gas is 
more likely to lead the older teen-ager to a juvenile, 
court than to any goal hoped for by the parent. 

The Little Leaguers are about to go into action. 
They need the help and guidance of a “Big Leaguer” 
and that name fits the parent or adult who can see 
fit to spare the necessary time for this most valuable 
community service.

Letters To The Editor 

To the Editor of The Advocate, 
Dear Sir: 

May I have a little, space to cor¬ 
rect a misunderstanding which I 
believe may have occurred during 
a talk which I gave recently to 
the Arrowwood Local, F.W.U.A., 
on the topic: “Teaching at the 
School for Retarded Children in 
Calgary.” 

In the press report to your 
paper, the statement was made 
that the teachers in these schools 
were not paid by the government 
but gave their time and service 
gratis. While it is true that their 
salaries are not paid by the 
government, except in the case of 
the Provincial Training School at 
Red Deer, they are paid, neverthe¬ 
less, by the associations for Retard¬ 
ed Children which exist at every 
point where a school for children 
of this type is located. I believe 
the misunderstanding probably oc¬ 
curred with reference to myself, in 
that, for a time I was regularly 
employed as a teacher in the Cal¬ 
gary school and paid as such, but 
was forced by ill health to give 
up the full time work. Since then, 
I have been associated with the 
school as a volunteer worker, and 
quite understandably, do not now 
receive any remuneration, except 
in the very real sense of satisfac¬ 
tion one derives from a share in 
such a worthwhile endeavor. 

1 felt this point should be cor¬ 
rected in fairness to both the as¬ 
sociations and teachers, because 
any claim to public recognition of 
the importance of their work on 
the part of these teachers is based 
entirely upon the merit and jus¬ 
tice of this claim and not upon a 
sentimental appeal to public sym¬ 
pathy. As such, I believe that such 
recognition should receive careful 
consideration from thinking people. 

I trust this letter of explanation 
may clarify the situation and my 
sincere thanks are due you for the 
privilege of using the columns of 
your paper for this purpose.
